An Electrical Auctioneer. 

Noted for love of peace and quiet- 
ness, the Dutch have hit upon a 
plan for doing an-ay with the nofse 
and confusion of an ordinary auc- 
tion^ on market days. Instead. of 
bidding for the goods with his voice 
the Dutchman hag an "electrical 
auetionccr" to do his business for 
him. It has only been tried in' the 
egg market up to the present, but 
Its success has been such that it 
might well be tried on other eom- 
moditifis. The Popular Mechanfes 
Jfaeazinc thus describes the pro- 
ceedings at a Dutch auctiori: 

"The eggs arc sold in:Iot3 of 2,500, 
and each lot is numbered. 'Each of 
the intending pureba^ers of. eggs is 
given a number, and a seat that has.
